Iriction that will work a severe hardship upon many publications 
s it will compel them to reduce both the size and the circulation. 


It means, for instance, thit a paper which prints an average 


{twelve pages a day can only print ten pages one day and eight 
kht nest, in other \vords, it will have to average nine pages instead 


t twelve. Where the average is larger the reduction will have to 
,.t greater and the hardship borne oil the more trying. The most 
direct and, probably, the truest solution of the situation wonld b« 
i increase the subscription rates to a figure that wwitd cause a 
ecidcd decrease in circulation, but no publication has got the 
juragc to do that. Comparatively few selling advertising on the 
fsis 01 circulation, which gives value to it, but every publisher 
|imld see ruin staring him in the face if he did any such thing. 
Pis fear may be altogether unfounded, but to him it is as real as if
